SUBJ VISIT OF J WELLES HENDERSON 

PRESIDENT NIXON HAS APPOINTED J WELLES HENDERSON AS US COMMISSIONER 
GEN OF THE INT'L EXPOSITION ON THE ENVIRONMENT OPENING IN SPOKANE, 
WASHINGTON IN MAY 74. 

J WELLES HENDERSON IS A SENIOR PARTNER IN THE PHILADELPHIA LAW 
FIRM OF RAWLE & HENDERSON, FOUNDED IN 1783, WHICH IS PROBABLY THE 
OLDEST LAW FIRM IN THE US. 

THE EXPOSITION'S THEME IS "HOW MAN CAN LIVE, WORK AND PLAY IN 
HARMONY WITH HIS ENVIRONMENT". THIS CURRENTLY IS THE ONLY INT'L 
EXPOSITION TO BE APPROVED FOR THE US IN THE DECADE OF THE 1970'S. 

THE EXPOSITION WILL NOT ONLY MARK THE CENTENNIAL OF SPOKANE BUT 
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WILL ALSO PROVIDE A SPLENDID SETTING IN WHICH MANY NATIONS OF THE 
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WORLD HAVE BEEN INVITED TO EXPLORE NEW WAYS TO RESTORE AND PRESERVE 
OUR NATURAL SURROUNDINGS AND TO THINK ANEW OF MAN'S RELATIONSHIP TO 
EARTH. THIS WORLD S FAIR -"EXPO'74" OFFERS BROAD OPPORTUNITIES FOR 
A DEEPER UNDERSTANDING OF ENVIRONMENTAL ISSUES AND FOR STIMULATING 
TRADE AND CULTURAL EXCHANGE. PRESIDENT NIXON IN HIS LETTER OF 
APPRECIATION TO MR HENDERSON DESCRIBED THE FAIR AS "THE ONLY INT'L 
EXPOSITION IN THE US WHICH IS CURRENTLY SANCTIONED BY THE BUREAU OF 
INT'L EXPOSITIONS. AS SUCH, IT OFFERS AN EXCELLENT MEANS OF ENCOURAG

THE FURTHER DEVELOPMENT OF WORLD KNOWLEDGE IN THE ENVIRONMENTAL

THE COMMISSIONER GENERAL ACCOMPANIED BY KING COLE, PRESIDENT EXPO'74 
AND WILLIAM WARNES, EXEC ASST TO COMMISSIONER GEN WILL BE TRAVELING 
TO MANY OF THE ACTION POSTS FOR THE EXPRESSED PURPOSE OF RECRUITING 
NATIONAL PAVILION PARTICIPATION AS WELL AS FOREIGN INDUSTRY EXHIBITS. 

DUE TO THE CRITICAL TIME FACTOR. IT IS REQUESTED THAT POST RE- 
ESTABLISH CONTACT WITH AGENCIES ON THE HIGHEST LEVEL SOONEST TO TEST 
RESPONSE. REQ REPLIES AND SUGGESTED COURSE OF ACTION.
